Maryland, New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Wisconsin, the total quanity of 
ganister sold in 1917 
amounted to 


1,295,851 short tons, valued at $1,- 
350,798, an average price of $1.04 a 
ton. This was an increase of 435,895 
tons, or about 51 per cent, in quan- 
tity and $820,993, or 155 per cent, in 
value compared with 1916, when the 
average 
price was 
only 62 cents a 


ton. The increase in 1916 over 1915 
was 50 per cent in quantity and 58 
per cent in value. The marked ad- 
vance in price in 1917 was due main- 
ly to increased cost of production.

service. 
(1) To follow Christ. We must fol-

CHICAGO, July 20-The largest 


single order for bacon and canned 
meats in the history of the world— 
99,560,000 pounds of bacon and 134, 
000,000 pounds of canned meat—has 
just been placed by the Quartermast- 
er's Department, U. S. A., for the A- 
merican Army overseas. 


Louis F. Swift, in commenting 


on this today, said 
the order will 


take the bacon from approximately 
1,900,000 hogs and 
if other work 


were dropped to produce it would be 
equivalent to the total bacon pro- 
duction of the five largest Chicago 
packers for nearly five weeks, how- 
ever, six months will elapse before 
delivery is to be completed. 


Mr. Swift said: 
"At the current prices on the 


day, last week, when the purchase 
was made, the packers would pay the 


live stock producers about $80,000,- 
000,for thevnecessary hogs and over 
$50,000,000. for about 900,000 cat- 
tle required. 


"The cattle will cost us twice 


as much, and the hogs two and one 
half times as much as in the pre-war 
period.

Male Not Necessary. 


An infertile egg is one that is laid 


by a hen that has not been allowed to 
run with a male bird. In most cases 
14 days is long enough to wait for the 
eggs to become infertile affer the male 
bird is removed from the females. The 
male bird in the flock hus no influence 
on the number of eggs the hens lay. 
He merely fertilizes the germ of the 
egg, which is not necessary when the 
egg is to be sent to market or used for 
table purposes.
